WASHINGTON, June 18—Sen. 
W aiter F. George (D) Ga., chair­ 
man of the senate finance com­ 
mittee, today warned of a revolt 
of the people against governmen­ 
tal waste and extravagance. 
“There is a revulsion of feeling 
which 
w ont 
be 
delayed 
many 
m onths,” George said. "The people 
will express their feeling at the 
ballot box." 
W ith the people bearing heavy 
taxes and the treasury calling for 
more. George declared that the na­ 
tion'* 
economic 
structure 
may 
break and the war be lost by con­ 
tinuing unnecessary expenditures. 
"You can lose the war through 
extravagance and w'aste and you 
can lose it through lack of man­ 
power and raw’ m aterials necessary 
to m aintain your civilian econo­ 
my," he said. 
George's warning followed the 
report of the Byrd economy com­ 
m ittee 
condemning 
government 
waste and calling for elimination 
of 300,000 federal employes. 
Public Cooperative 
While the nation wants to back 
the w ar effort IOO percent, George 
said 
it would 
be helpful 
if the 
army and navy could cut dowrn the 
$100,000,000,000 m ilitary budget. 
"We give the war and navy de­ 
partm ents everything they w ant," 
he said. "But we would not have 
any trouble paying one-half the 
cost of the war if the arm y and 
navy cut down to $75,000,000,000. 
"And there would be more m an­ 
power and raw? m aterials to pro­ 
vide the m aterials needed for the 
civilian 
economy. 
Regardless of 
what the arm y and navy thinks, 
there has got to be a greater re­ 
gard foi manpower and distribu­ 
tion of raw m aterials necessary to 
m aintain the home front.

“This statem ent is so far from 
the real facts of the situation, and 
is such a reflection upon the citi­ 
zens of California, that it requires 
an immediate answer. 
"These . . . riots have never been 
and are not now in the nature of j 
race riots. 
The trouble conimene- j 
ed several months ago as sporadic I 
clashes between juvenile gangs in 
various parts of Los Angeles, with- j 
out regard to race or color. 
In j 
fact, m ost of the clashes were be- i 
tween youths of Mexican origin, 
but they also included some whites 
and negroes. 
"Only recently did servicemen j 
participate . . . and this, it ap­ 
pears, was due to m istreatm ent of 
women relatives and friends of j 
sailors and soldiers by some of the 
youths. 
At no time has the issue i 
of race entered into consideration. 
"The statem ent th at the citizens ! 
of California have discrim inated 
against persons of Mexican origin 
is untrue, unjust and provocative | 
of disunion 
among people 
who 
Lave livid for years in harmony." 1

WASHINGTON, June 18 — The Duke of Windsor is too modest to 
take credit for it, but one reason we are getting ahead of the subma­ 
rines today goes directly back to his intervention with the U. S Navy

The device was invented by Lt. Comdr. Herluf Holm, an American 
naval officer born in Denmark, who has been working for years on a 
method of protecting merchant vessels, and who gave the Navy the 
benefit of his invention. 
Naval bureaucracy, however, held ip the device for approximately 
two years. And it was to help blast the anti-submarine weapon out of 
this red tape that the Duke of Windsor intervened. Having known 
Holm and being convinced that his invention had merit, the Duke wrote 
several letters to high-up friends in Washington urging that Holm’s 
plan get a thorough test. 
Chief stumbling blocks were: first, that the Navy is always a per­ 
fectionist, wants to have a new weapon absolutely perfect before it is 
adopted and Holm’s invention required considerable experimentaUon; 
second, the device became the v i e - ------------------------------------------------ 
tim of rivalry between three dif­ 
ferent Navy bureaus. 
They 
were:

the 
Navy’s 
Ordnance Laboratory 
which 
is 
under the 
Navy 
Yard; (2) 
the 
Bureau of Ordnance; and (3) the 
Bureau cf Ships.

More Salt Is Needed 
In Diets For Summer 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, ML. D. 


THIS ARTICLE is intended to 
be reed, marked and inwardly di­ 
gested at the beginning of sum­ 
mer. 
I do not know where, or in what 
particular condition of freedom, 
imprisonment or servitude Mr. 


Dr. Clendening will answer 
questions of general interest 
only, and then only through 
his column. 


Gandhi will be when this article 
appears in print. I have mixed 
emotions about Mr. Gandhi, but I 
do not intend to deal here with his 
political, religious, or to any great 
extent, his dietary views. But as 
a bio-chemist, even a political bio­ 
chemist, I commend Mr. Gandhi 
wholeheartedly. Some time ago 
Mr. Gandhi’s platform was baaed 
on his protest against the British 
inonopoiv on salt in India. In this, 
I think Mr. Gandhi was perfectly 
correct, certainly so far as India 
is concerned. 
In North America, for at least 
eight months of the year, salt is a 
condiment and we could do with a 
good deal leas than wa actually 
consume, as is shown by the fact 
that we excrete large quantities 
of it. The amount of salt which is 
necessary for an adult per day, 
according to the scientific dieti­ 
tians, is 5 grams, which is hardly 
more than one-third teaspoonful. 
Most of us use three or four times 
that amount. 


Need Salt in Summer 


It does not follow, as food fad­ 
dists 
believe, that our health 
would be improvedwf we ate less 
salt but in the winter time at least 
few of us would suffer in health 
in a smaller consumption. 
This is true for North America 
the winter time, but it is not 
ue for India and it is not true 
>r most of North America in the 
Dinnertime. 
Our knowledge of the necessity 
tor salt goes back to some inves­ 
tigations by Professor Moss, who 
was professor of mining at the 
University of Birmingham, on the 
diet of coal miners. 
He found 
that miners preferred and used 
astonishing quantities of salty 
foods, such as bacon and red her­ 
ring. They also used a great d«*al 
of table salt and always salted 
their Yood heavily. 
It was shown th at this instinc­ 
tive preference was simply to 
•nake up for the salt lost in sweat­ 
ing. The world’s sweating record 
of two quarts in an hour is held 
by an English coal m iner; many 
of them will lose as much as 18 


pounds in a single shift in a hot 
mine. This would mean about one 
ounce of salt, to say nothing of the 
water. Few of us consume more 
than one-third ounce of salt a day. 
A great many cases of heat 
stroke, and especially the kind 
that results in cramps in the mus­ 
cles, arc due entirely to loss of 
salt from the body and one of the 
first treatm ents for heat stroke is 
to get salt and w ater into the per- 
so in good quantities. If they are 
too sick or unconscious and un- 
abl« to take it by mouth, it should 
be given in the veins or under the 
skin. 
In India during the hot weather 
a person sweats 24 hours a day 
and to make up the Iota, over one 
ounce of salt per day it needed. 
i-’alt is thus an essential compo­ 
nent of the diet and a tax on salt 
is bad biology, as well as bad 
politics. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


R. N. S .:— Is an infant weigh­ 
ing 6 ‘2 pounds, yet born at sev­ 
en months considered prem ature? 
Does the weight or the month 
when born indicate a prem ature 
baby? 
Answer: The month, No m atter 
how much the baby weighs, if bom 
at seven months it is prem ature. 


A. Z.: W hat is a functional 
murmur of the heart? 
Will a 
person have a functional murmur 
when he has a cold or when he is 
nervous or excited? 
Answer Functional murmurs of 
the heart are very common and 
are not due to any organic disease 
of the heart, such as valvular dis­ 
case or high blood pressure. They 
are likely to be caused by such 
things as you mention—a cold or 
nervousness or perhaps a thin 
condition of tile blood. 


H. G .:—Does everyone have a 
pneumonia germ, the same as a 
t.b. germ, and when the system is 
run down, the germ develops? Is 
pneumonia contagious? 
Answer: Medical science has 
not exactly decided the answer to 
these questions. 
In some cases 
there are carriers of pneumonia 
and as you say, when they are run 
down, the germs in the niouth a t­ 
tack the lungs. Pneumonia is not 
considered 
particularly 
conta­ 
gious. 


R. E IL: — Could an internal 
hernia, just above the navel, even­ 
tually cause irregularity of the 
heart?

THE ENTIRE first epistle of 
John is our lesson today, and In 
It John addresses the churches of 
proconsular Asia. He was well ac­ 
quainted with the people of these 
churches, 
as he 
had 
lived 
in 
Ephesus, the center of the district, 
and he was accustomed to make 
them pastoral visits. He writes to 
them as a spiritual father, one 
acquainted with their temptations 
and needs, and the dangers which 
threatened their churches, 
John reminds his friends, whom 
he addresses affectionately as "My 
little children.” "little children.” 
"beloved,” that he has known 
Jesus and been with Him. That 
‘‘we have seen it. and bear wit­ 
ness, and shew unto you eternal 
life.” and "these things write we 
unto you. that your joy may be 
full.” 
The message John had for hi* 
friends was that “God is light and 
In Him is no darkness at all." If 
we have fellowship with God. then 
we walk In the light. And if we 
walk in the light we also have fel­ 
lowship with one another 
Now as concerns sin. he advises 
that if they think they have no 
sin* because they are Christians, 
they deceive themselves. If they 
confess their sins, however, God is 
Just to forgive them 
Love the Keynote 
Love is the keynote of the 
Christian life, according to John. 
"A new commandment I write 
unto you, which thing is true in 
Him In you: because the darkness 
I* past, and the true light now* 
ahinelh.” 
The love of the world is not 
w hit Christians should strive for. 
The world and the thing* of the 
world material pleasures, riches. 
etc., are not the real wealth of 
man. "The world pa ase th away, 
and the lust thereof: but he that 
doeth the will of God abideth for­ 
ever.’* 
Even little children can under­ 


stand that if they are naughty, 
disobedient, doing just what they 
want to do regardless of their 
parent*’ commands or what they 
have been brought up to know a* 
right, they will • not be really 
happy, Only by obeying their con­ 
sciences, which are really quite 
well developed in children, can 
they be at peace and really be 
happy in their heart*. 
"This is the message that ye 
heard from the beginning,” John 
writes in Chapter 3, Verse ll, 
"that we should love one another.” 
"He that loveth not his brother 
is a murderer,” even as Cain wa* 
a murderer. A person who hates 
anither may not kill him physi­ 
cally, but if he allow* that hatred 
to remain in his mind, he might 
almost as well do the one he hates 
physical harm. The will to murder 
is in his heart. And how can any­ 
one be a follower of Jesus who 
allows this feeling to dwell in hi* 
heart? Children are quick to quar­ 
rel and even to strike each other, 
but they should be taught that 
they must control their tempera 
and love one another if they would 
be followers of Jesus, who laid 
down His life for u*. Children's 
quarrels are short-lived, however. 
They are soon forgotten and for­ 
given. 
Likewise the love of God doe* 
not dwell in him who h ts a goodly 
supply of this world's goods, and 
who does not share with his needy 
brother 
"My 
little 
children,1' 
writes John, "let us not love in 
word, neither in tongue; but In 
deed and in truth ” 
We will know in our heart* if 
we are doing right, if "we keep 
His commandments, and do those 
things that are pleasing in Hi* 
s ig h t.” 
"There t* no fear in love; but 
perfect love casteth out fear: be­ 
cause fm r hath torment He that 
feareth is not made perfect in 
love.” 
Fear is torment. How can we 
ea?t out fear—fear of every kind? 
By having perfect love and faith 
we can cast out fear Wouldn't 
that be wonderful, to truthfully 
say that we are not afraid of any­ 
thing? 
"For this is the love of God. 
that we keep Hi* commandment*: 
and His commandments are not 
grievous’*

To date, there is no known rem­ 
edy for corn smut and reed treat­ 
ment is of no value. The best pro­ 
cedure for control of smut is the 
practice of 
crop rotation and 
strict field sanitation. Care should 
be taken not to use any smut- 
rontaminated 
manure. 
Infected 
ears and stalks should be gath­ 
ered and burned before the swol­ 
len areas or “boils” burst and re­ 
lease their masses of black spores 
which spread the infection. 
Another enemy of corn la the 
corn ear worm, a greasy, green 
worm which destroys developing 
kernels, aa Ulustrated. Dusting 
the green com silks with a mix­ 
ture of two parts of lead arsen­ 
ate and one part hydrated lime, 
flour or powdered aulfur will give 
some control of these worms. Re­ 
peat the dusting two or three 
tin.es until the corn ellka become 
dry.

Meat costs are 
expected to be reduced an average 
of IO percent in Ohio. 
The reduction Monday applies to 
all m eat except cured and process­ 
ed pork for which the effective 
date of the rollback will be July 
5. 
The 
reduciton 
in 
meat 
will be less than three cents a 
pound on some of the cheaper cuts 
and more than three cents on some 
of the more expensive. 
The meat price reduction is be­ 
ing made without imposing its ef­ 
fects on the farm producer, gov­ 
ernment subsidies tx ing used to 
keep the farm er’s payments up. 
To Pay Subsidies 
The payments to slaughterers to 
compensate for the price reduction 
will be based on the live weight 
of livestock slaughtered and will 
be equivalent to 
approximately 
two cents a pound on Ute dressed 
carcasses 
The subsidy > became effective 
June 7 for slaughterers and the 
ceiling prices on 
all 
fresh and 
frozen meats were reduced at the 
packer level June 14. 
A t whole­ 
sale level the prices will be reduc­ 
ed Saturday and will reach the 
retail level and

housewife’s 
pocketbook Monday. 
The 
price 
reduction on cured 
and processed pork and dried and 
corned beef will be required at the 
slaughter level on June 28 and for 
the wholesaler

July 5. 
New Price* Listed 
The new pri es will be printed 
on posters which are being dis­ 
tributed to 
retailers

the region of Ohio, Michigan, West 
Virginia.
